Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That it shall not be lawful for any one to-
bring into the stale, or have in possession, any Texas,
Cherokee, Indian, or nny diseased cattle, except as here-
inafter provided.

SEC. 4, Any person who shall violate the provisions
of this act, shall, for every such violation, forfeit and pay
